5 1662  Oak  Tree  Twopence.  Noe  30.  The  only  denomination  of  Massachusetts 

Silver  to  bear  this  date.  This  is  the  variety  with  the  small  2,  and  definitely 
a "type"  coin.

A few  minor  digs,  but  over-all  Fine-Very  Fine.

12  ( ) Mark  Newby  Farthing.  Normal  style  and  punctuation,  with  the  brass  plug. 

Extremely  Fine.  Though  on  a porous  planchet,  everything  is  in  very  sharp 
relief.  Exceptional  state  of  preservation  for  this  coin  which  is  usually  seen 
in  very  worn  condition. 

13  ( ) Mark  Newby  Farthing.  Another  of  the  same  general  type,  but  a different 

variety,  having  colon  and  period  after  X.  A strong  Fine  with  a smoother, 
more  coppery  planchet.  All  legends,  symbols,  and  devices  sharp  and  clear, 
with  a few  interesting  die  breaks. 

ROSA  AMERICANA  COINAGE 

14  ( ) Twopence.  The  undated  type,  presumably  of  1722  vintage.  Very  Fine.  A 

very  sharp  impression  with  little  wear  and  no  damages  or  planchet  defects, 
which  is  most  unusual  for  this  piece.  An  even  medium  brown  toning. 

15  1722  Twopence.  The  same  uncrowned  rose  style,  but  with  the  date.  Fine  or  a 

trifle  better,  with  a dig  in  front  of  the  nose  just  touching  it,  and  another  on 
the  reverse  under  the  1st  2 of  the  date.  The  somewhat  scarcer  variety  without 
the  period  after  REX. 

16  1722  Halfpenny.  The  D.G.REX  obverse  and  the  well  known  AMERI  reverse 

(first  used  on  this  coin)  that  is  found  on  our  Chain  Cents  of  1793.  The  U's  of 
UTILE  DULCI  clearly  cut  over  V's.  The  reverse  with  the  V's  is  in  the 
excessively  rare  class.  This  coin  from  one  of  our  earlier  sales  where  it 
brought  $105.00  when  it  was  still  unappreciated  as  a major  type.

19  1723  Twopence.  The  scarcer  crowned  rose  type  with  period  after  REX  and  date. 

Very  Fine.  Medium  brown  color  with  a minimum  amount  of  wear,  but  some 
minor  defects  in  the  planchet  at  DG  on  the  obverse  and  a few  minor  edge 
nicks.

The  off-centering  is  more 
of  an  asset  as  it  is  very  rarely  found  in  this  series. 

24  1723/22  Halfpenny.  Fine.  Somewhat  above  average  for  this  scarce  piece  which 

is  usually  found  in  lower  grades.  Except  for  two  digs  in  the  reverse  figure, 
this  piece  is  unmarred  by  any  defects  or  damages.  An  even  dark  brown 
color. 

25  1723  Halfpenny.  The  commonest  type  with  11  harpstrings  and  three  periods  on 

the  reverse.  A sharp  Very  Fine,  iridescent  nut  brown  color,  with  no  defects 
or  damages. 

26  1723  Halfpenny.  Another  of  the  same  type  but  a different  variety  when  leller 

placements  are  checked.  Extremely  Fine.  An  equally  clean  coin  with  no 
damages,  but  not  as  well  struck  up  in  the  central  portion  of  the  reverse 
figure.

29  1785  VERMONTS.  Ryder  2.  Fine,  though  a rough  surface.  Still  a very  sharp 

coin  for  this  type  and  variety.  The  few  minor  planchet  defects  interfere  with 
very  little  of  the  major  portions  of  the  design  or  devices.  Well  above  the 
average  seen. 
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30  1785  VERMONTIS.  Ryder  4.  The  very  popular  and  elusive  variety.  Fine.  The 

only  impairment  is  a planchet  defect  in  the  field  under  RES.  The  usual  bulge 
in  the  die  does  not  seriously  affect  the  legend,  only  weakening  the  R M 
and  S of  VERMONTIS.

obviously  double  cut.  Very  Fine.  Some  faint  corrosive  impairment,  mostly 
in  the  obverse  field,  but  date,  all  lettering,  trees,  etc.  fully  struck  up  and 
mostly  sharp.  The  reverse  is  comparatively  free  of  corrosive  action,  with  all 
lettering  and  design  fairly  sharp. 

32  1786  Baby  head.  Ryder  9.  Only  the  very  rough  planchet  keeps  this  coin  from 

being  in  the  Condition  Census  class.  The  head  and  hair  are  sharp  and 
clear  with  the  full  legend  on  the  planchet.

34  1787  BRITAN  NIA  reverse.  Ryder  13.  Very  Fine.  A strong  sharp  obverse  in  the 

early  state.  The  reverse  exceptionally  sharp  for  this  variety.  NIA  clear 
with  hints  of  other  letters  showing.  Full  design  on  shield.  Only  one  minor 
planchet  defect  at  rim  after  A.  Another  very  important  coin  for  the  type 
and  variety  collector. 

35  A duplicate  Ryder  13  in  a slightly  later  state  of  the  obverse  break.  Very 

Fine.  The  obverse  sharp  and  clear,  almost  as  nice  as  the  one  above.  The 
reverse  figure  is  fairly  sharp.  Several  small  planchet  defects  slightly  mar 
the  figure  and  shield. 
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1788  Bust  right.  Ryder  16.  One  of  the  commoner  varieties.  Smaller  bust  than 
others.  Fine,  no  defects  or  impairments.  Slight  depression  in  head  is  diag- 
nostic for  this  variety. 

37  1788  Bust  right.  Ryder  25.  Larger  bust  with  crosses  for  punctuation.  Very  Good.

A pretty  light  brown  color. 

39  1785  Miller  6.4-1.  Rarity  3.  Of  the  same  general  type.  Very  Fine.  Much  darker 

in  color,  but  more  sharply  and  evenly  struck.  The  usual  bulge  on  the  right 
side  of  the  figure  all  but  obliterates  the  shield  (see  Miller  plate  showing 
same  bulge  and  weakness).

brown,  almost  black  patination.  Though  the  reverse  side  of  the  planchet  is 
slightly  rough,  all  devices  are  sharp  and  clear.  A common  variety  but  an 
excellent  type  coin. 

43  1786  Miller  5.3-N.  Rarity  3.  The  well  known  Hercules  head.  Remarkably  free 

of  defects,  struck  ever  so  slightly  off-center  affecting  only  the  very  tops  of 
AUC.  The  bust,  etc.  all  sharp.  The  reverse  shows  the  evidence  of  the  severe 
clashed  dies,  but  a good  deal  of  the  figure,  as  well  as  the  branch  and 
ornament  are  sharp.

46  1787  Miller  1.2-C.  Rarity  3.  The  Mutton  head  variety,  being  also  the  largest  head

have  a somewhat  higher  rarity  rating.  This  is  the  same  obverse  die  that  was 
used  again  in  1788  to  produce  the  excessively  rare  16.7-P.  Although  on  a 
dark,  rough  planchet,  all  details  of  design,  lettering,  etc.  are  well  struck  up, 
including  the  important  FNDE.

54  1787  Miller  33.7-r.2.  Draped  bust  left  with  cinquefoils.  The  "B"  of  LIB  is  cut 

over  a cinquefoil.  Fine,  evenly  worn,  well  centered,  light  brown  type  coin. 

55  1787  Miller  33.31-gg.2.  Rarity  5.  The  same  general  type  but  with  the  INDE  ET 

LIR  reverse.  Struck  slightly  off-center  but  only  affecting  the  extreme  tops  of 
the  letters  NDE.  Fine/Very  Fine,  slightly  rough  planchet,  but  with  all  details 
clear.  A difficult  variety  to  find  in  any  sort  of  decent  shape.

64  1788  Miller  16.1-D.  Rarity  2.  Draped  bust  left.  The  same  reverse  die  as  Lot 

#61  above,  but  now  in  a later  state  showing  some  interesting  die  breaks. 
Defect  between  head  and  "CO"  of  CONNEC  and  an  edge  defect  at  "E" 
of  INDE  on  the  reverse.  Fine.  A medium  brown  color  on  an  otherwise  fairly 
smooth  planchet. 

65  1788  Miller  16.1-H.  Rarity  2.  Same  general  type  and  the  same  obverse  die  as 

above.  The  obverse  is  sharp  and  well  struck  showing  all  details  in  good 
relief.  The  reverse  seems  to  be  weak  which  may  be  due  to  double  striking 
as  the  date  appears  to  be  doubled,  as  well  as  a few  of  the  letters,  etc. 
Extremely  Fine.  A lustrous  very  dark  brown  color  on  a nice  clean  planchet.

66  1788  Miller  16.2-0.  Rarity  4.  The  first  of  the  2 draped  bust  spelling  errors  - 

INDL.  About  Uncirculated.  An  exceptionally  sharp  strike!  The  reverse  is 
slightly  off  center  as  usual  but  the  full  legend  is  on  the  coin.  The  shield 
shows  the  three  grapevines  sharp  and  strong,  and  even  the  tiny  cap  on 
the  pole  is  sharply  defined.  Without  a doubt  this  is  the  nicest  of  this  variety 
that's  ever  passed  through  our  hands.  Truly  a prize  for  the  Connecticut 
specialist  or  type  collector.  A lovely  light  and  medium  brown. 


67  1788  Miller  16.3-N.  Rarity  2.  Draped  bust  left,  type  with  INDE  widely  spaced 

thus:  IN  DE.  A slight  planchet  clip  at  about  10  o'clock  but  not  near  any 
letters.  Very  Fine.  An  exceptionally  sharp  strike  on  a somewhat  porous 
planchet.  A pleasing  medium  and  light  brown.

CENT  on  any  coin  struck  in  this  country  and  is  a coin  also  sought  after  by 
Half  Cent  collectors  as  the  forerunner  of  that  series. 
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69  1788  Half  Cent.  Ryder  1-B.  The  commoner  of  the  two  varieties  of  this  year. 

About  Uncirculated.  An  exceptionally  nice  lustrous  light  brown  type  coin, 
well  struck  and  well  centered. 

70  1787  Cent.  Ryder  2b-A.  The  Horned  Eagle  variety,  so  named  for  the  die  break 

from  the  top  of  the  eagle's  head.  The  first  use  of  the  word  CENT  on  any  coin 
struck  in  this  country.  Very  Fine,  dark  brown  with  mostly  lustrous  surfaces, 
and  all  details  sharply  struck  up  and  well  centered.  Marred  only  by  several 
edge  dents. 

71  1788  Cent.  Ryder  4-G.  Rarity  3.  Fine,  and  evenly  worn.  All  details  well  struck 

up  and  sharp  and  clear  with  nice  surfaces  and  a walnut  brown  color.

Sharply  struck,  even  light 
brown,  with  little  wear.  This  specimen  would  please  the  most  exacting 
collector. 

73  1786  Maris  23-R.  The  Narrow  Shield  type.  Very  Good,  evenly  worn.  Light  tan 

in  color  with  the  normal  handling  marks. 

74  1787  Maris  43-d.  The  normal  small  planchet,  plain  shield  variety  with  curved 

plow  beam.  Usually  seen  somewhat  off  center  and  weakly  struck  at  date. 
This  specimen  is  well  centered  and  sharply  struck,  including  the  date. 
Weakly  struck  only  at  AE.  Very  Fine,  and  free  of  any  defects  or  the  usual 
handling  marks,  with  lovely  natural  toning.

Although  listed  as  fairly  common,  it  is  seen  much  less  often  than  other 
varieties.  Uncirculated,  formerly  cleaned,  now  mostly  an  unnatural  reddish 
color.  The  reverse  more  evenly  toned.  A few  minor  rough  spots  on  the 
obverse  surface. 

77  1787  Maris  60-p.  The  PLURIBS  variety.  Date  and  all  lettering  sharp  and  clear, 

especially  PLURIBS.  The  horse  head  weak  from  buckling  of  the  die,  which 
is  normal  for  this  variety.  Very  Good.  A pleasant  dark  color,  almost  black, 
with  the  surfaces  only  slightly  rough  in  spots. 
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78  1787  Maris  60-p.  A duplicate.  Horse  head  ever  so  slightly  stronger,  with  a 

smoother  surface  and  lighter  color.  Very  Good.  Planchet  slightly  bent  due 
to  a dig  in  field,  a few  minor  edge  nicks.  All  lettering,  date,  etc.  sharp. 

79  1787  Maris  64-t.  An  uncommonly  sharp  well  centered  coin  with  full  denticles 

throughout.  Free  of  any  defects  or  handling  marks.  About  Uncirculated.  A 
lustrous  deep  rich  brown  color  that  will  make  a handsome  addition  to  any 
collection. 

80  1788  Maris  77-dd.  The  famous  FOX  variety.  Although  listed  in  Maris  as  Rarity 

R (which  would  be  Rarity  2 on  the  Sheldon  8 point  scale),  it  is  really  quite 
scarce.  Fine,  though  some  corrosion  on  obverse  and  reverse  and  weakly 
struck  at  NOVA.  It  is  still  above  average  for  this  variety.

320),  where  he  mentions  having  seen  only  6 - 8 specimens.  Also 
listed  in  Baker's  work  on  Washingtonia  as  his  Number  13,  and  in 
the  updated  reprint  of  which,  Dr.  Fuld  mentions  that  now  (about 
1964)  at  least  about  25  are  known.  Two  minor  edge  defects  in  the 
planchet  at  about  4 and  10  o'clock  do  not  encroach  on  any  of  the 
design  or  lettering.  Fine  or  better.  A superb  even  medium  brown 
color  throughout,  giving  the  appearance  of  pure  soft  copper.  No 
other  defects  or  handling  marks  visible.  A bulge  in  the  reverse  die 
makes  the  extended  hand  and  part  of  the  scale  invisible.  A truly 
important  coin  that  has  not  been  offered  in  many  years  at  Public 
Auction,  although  a much  inferior  specimen  sold  in  a London  sale 
last  year  (condition  listed  as  Fair)  for  £240  (about  $575.00),  but 
which  had  cost  the  original  owner  $1,100.00  several  years  ago.

1787  Excelsior,  Eagle  on  Globe  facing  right.  Although  we  cannot  agree  with 
Mr.  Kagin  who  listed  this  same  specimen  as,  "one  of  the  top  condition 
specimens  of  only  about  a dozen  said  to  be  known,"  and  where  it  brought 
$650.00  on  a $1,250.00  estimate,  we  do  feel  that  it  is  an  important  coin.  Our 
conservative  guess  would  be  closer  to  50  - 60  known,  with  this  piece  ranking 
in  about  the  middle.  Fine,  but  has  a very  rough  surface,  being  very  dark, 
almost  black  in  color.  A reverse  planchet  crack  from  rim  between  PL  into 
the  branch.  The  handling  marks  are  minimal  but  there  is  noticeable  pitting 
on  the  obverse.  It  is  an  important  and  desirable  coin  that  is  lacking  in  many 
collections,  and  should  see  some  spirited  bidding.

This  specimen  from  the  celebrated  Jenks  Collection  sold 
by  Chapman  in  1921  as  Lot  No.  5443,  and  before  that  it  appeared 
in  the  Mills  Collection,  also  sold  by  Chapman  in  1904  as  Lot  No. 
348,  and  illustrated  in  the  plated  catalogs  of  both  sales.  Surprisingly 
free  of  any  planchet  defects  or  handling  marks.  The  letters  TUS 
are  weak,  but  otherwise  a nice  strong  strike  throughout.  The  Indian 
is  sharp  and  clear  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  details  are  all  in 
sharp  evidence  from  the  sun  over  the  mountains  and  waterlines 
in  the  shield  to  the  lines  on  the  globe  over  the  shield.  The  color  is 
a medium  brown,  almost  a perfect  match  to  the  Non  Vi  Virtute 
Vici  (Lot  No.  81  above),  with  nice  smooth  surfaces.  Another  im- 
portant opportunity  that  should  not  be  missed.

84  1787  Immunis  Columbia.  Fine  to  Very  Fine.  Evenly  worn  with  only  a very 

The  date  is  about  % 
full  which  is  more  than  can  be  said  for  most  specimens  of  this  coin,  where 
they  are  usually  found  about  V2  off  the  planchet.  An  even  medium  and 
dark  brown,  with  glossy  surfaces.

A late 
state  of  the  dies  with  the  bulge  in  the  field  in  front  of  the  face  weakening 
the  letters  of  EBORAC,  and  the  die  break  cutting  off  the  ribbon  ends 
sharply.

89  1789  Mott  Token.  Thin  planchet,  with  about  % of  the  edge  ornamented.  In

N.  Y.  store  cards  The  late  die  state  with  the  large  break  and  the  hands  of 
the  clock  illegible,  but  the  full  legends  on  obverse  and  reverse  are  readable, 
which  is  most  unusual.  Very  Fine.  A pleasant  light  brown  with  a few  dark 
stains  on  both  sides.  The  thin  planchet  is  a good  deal  rarer  than  the  thick 
planchet.

90  1789  Mott  Token.  Thick  planchet,  plain  edge.  Another  exceptional  example  with 

full  obverse  and  reverse  legends.  About  the  same  die  state  with  the  large 
break  but  the  hands  show  clearly  on  the  clock,  all  three  of  them!  Extremely 
Fine.  A lovely  smooth  reddish  brown  obverse,  with  the  usual  rough  reverse 
caused  by  rusted  dies.  The  reverse  is  somewhat  darker  in  color  and  the 
few  minor  handling  marks  can  only  be  seen  with  the  aid  of  a glass.

This 
very  rare  variety  is  infrequently  offered,  not  even  appearing  in  the  extensive 
New  Netherlands  offering  of  December  1968.  Fine.  An  evenly  worn  coin  on 
a smooth  dark  brown  planchet,  with  the  die  break  in  about  the  medium 
state.  Only  one  pinpoint  planchet  defect  in  the  water  lines,  and  a slight 
scratch  in  the  field  to  the  left  of  the  topmost  flag.  We  feel  that  this  should 
be  the  last  variety  of  the  1 794's  instead  of  the  first,  since  it  follows  the  style 
of  1795,  omitting  New  York.

93  1794  Talbot,  Allum  & Lee.  With  New  York  and  with  small  ampersands  again, 

but  a different  variety,  Fuld  #4.  This  lovely  specimen  is  without  a defect 
or  blemish.  With  almost  full  original  red  color  on  obverse  and  reverse,  just 
beginning  to  tone  to  a glistening  golden  color.  Uncirculated,  with  hints  of 
proof-like  surfaces  mostly  in  the  reverse  field.  A beauty  that  should  be  seen. 

94  1795  Talbot,  Allum  & Lee.  Fuld  #1,  the  only  variety  of  the  year.  A few  very 

minor  planchet  defects  in  the  obverse,  but  otherwise  a superb  light  olive 
brown  Uncirculated  coin,  with  hints  of  original  red  in  the  letters. 

95  1794  Talbot,  Allum  & Lee  Mule.  Fuld  #1,  with  the  1793  Birmingham  Halfpenny 

reverse.  Rarity  5.  Uncirculated.  The  obverse  is  mostly  mint  red  with  some 
bluish  toning,  while  the  reverse  is  a full  blazing  mint  red  with  full  proof-like 
surface.  Although  the  December  1968  New  Netherlands  offering  had  5 
mules,  this  rare  piece  was  lacking.  It  is  difficult  to  say  when  another  one 
of  this  rarity  and  quality  will  again  be  available.

96  1776  Continental  Dollar.  Pewter.  Newman  1.1-C.  One  "R"  in  CURENCY.  A 

lovely  brilliant  specimen  that  was  evidently  cleaned  a long  time  ago.  Some 
darker  corrosion  spots,  mostly  on  the  obverse  edge  from  about  3 o'clock 
to  6 o'clock.  A few  small  digs  between  "U"  of  FUGIO  and  the  1st  "N"  of 
CONTINENTAL.  Other  obverse  handling  marks  are  trivial.  The  reverse  is 
free  of  any  blemishes.  Extremely  Fine.  An  excellent  type  coin  that  is  the 
forerunner  of  our  dollar. 


97  1776  Continental  Dollar.  Pewter.  Newman  2-C.  The  variety  with  the  CURRENCY 

spelling.  With  the  exception  of  a planchet  defect  on  the  edge  between 
"CU"  of  CURRENCY  that  was  filled  in  evidently  a long  time  ago  with  a 
whitish  metal,  so  that  now  it  is  almost  unnoticeable,  it  is  almost  free  of 
defects  or  blemishes.  About  Uncirculated. 
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98  1776  Continental  Dollar.  Pewter.  Newman  3-D.  The  rarest  of  the  three,  with 

CURRENCY,  and  E G FECIT  in  the  border  between  the  date  and  motto. 
Another  important  coin  that  was  lacking  in  the  New  Netherlands  December 
1968  offering.  This  About  Uncirculated  steel  toned  specimen  is  free  of  any 
corrosion  spots,  defects,  scratches,  or  other  blemishes.  The  reverse  shows  a 
very  slight  weakness  in  strike  (disturbing  no  part  of  the  design  or  lettering), 
in  the  upper  central  part  of  the  reverse,  which  is  perhaps  due  to  the  medium 
state  of  the  die  break  surrounding  it.  One  of  the  sharpest  and  best  struck 
examples  that  we  have  seen,  as  can  be  noted  by  the  sharp  numerals  in 
the  sun  dial. 

98 A (1785)  Undated  Bar  Cent.  Struck  slightly  off  center  as  are  most  that  we  have 

seen.  Extremely  Fine.  An  excellent  specimen  with  a pleasing  medium  thrown 
color.  Quite  a rare  coin  and  one  that  is  documented  in  the  early  newspapers 
of  the  time  (1785)  as  being  a coin  recently  seen  in  circulation.  The  device, 
USA  in  monogram,  is  copied  from  the  early  Continental  Army  uniform 
buttons. 


FUGIO  CENTS 

99  Newman  1-B.  The  very  scarce  variety  with  cross  after  date.  Fine  or  better, 
evenly  worn,  free  of  damages  or  planchet  defects.  The  date  and  cross 
stand  out  sharply  as  does  the  period  after  FUGIO. 

100  Newman  4-E.  The  scarce  and  popular  Club  Rays  variety.  Very  Fine.  A very 

sharp,  well  centered  and  well  struck  coin,  and  another  that  is  free  of  defects 
or  damages.  This  exceptionally  nice  piece  is  well  above  average,  as  the 
Club  Rays  are  usually  found  well  worn.  Full  legend  with  every  letter  on  the 
planchet.  One  of  the  very  few  specimens  seen  that  shows  the  ornament 
under  "IN"  of  BUSINESS.  A natural  light  brown  color. 

101  Newman  13-X.  Pointed  rays,  States  United.  Uncirculated,  mostly  chocolate, 

original  red  in  some  areas  of  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Weakly  struck  at 

FUGIO  with  a light  planchet  defect  on  the  edge  above  the  cinquefoil. 

102  Newman  18-H.  United  States.  An  early  state  of  the  dies  with  the  die  break 

between  the  7th  and  8th  links  just  starting.  Fine.  Evenly  worn  on  a slightly 
granular  planchet. 

103  Newman  18-H.  A duplicate,  but  in  a later  state  of  the  dies  with  the  break  quite 

heavy.  The  few  very  minor  planchet  defects  do  not  interfere  with  any 
features.  Very  Fine,  a soft  medium  brown  color. 
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104  Newman  19-Z.  The  rarer  variety  with  raised  rims  on  the  label.  Large  letters  in 

WE  ARE  ONE.  Very  wide  date,  the  widest  of  the  series.  Fine.  Struck  ever 
so  slightly  off  center  to  the  left,  dark  brown-green. 

105  Newman  104-FF.  "So-Called"  New  Haven  Restrike,  in  what  appears  to  be 

either  dark  brass  or  light  copper.  Extremely  Fine. 

106  Newman  104-FF.  Another  from  the  same  dies,  but  this  struck  in  Silver,  and 

much  rarer.  Uncirculated. 

NOVA  CONSTELLATIO 

107  1783  Nova  Constellatio.  Crosby  1-A.  The  Large  U.  S.  Very  Fine,  evenly  worn, 

with  the  U.  S.  sharper  than  on  most  specimens  seen.  A few  minor  edge 
nicks,  but  a very  acceptable  specimen. 

108  1785  Nova  Constelatio.  Crosby  1-B.  The  Blunt  Rays  and  one  L variety.  Though 

this  type  is  fairly  common  in  the  1783  series,  it  is  quite  scarce  in  1785.  Late 
die  state  with  heavy  die  break  in  wreath.  Fine,  on  a somewhat  rough  plan- 
chet  and  weakly  struck  in  some  areas,  but  still  a highly  desirable  coin. 

109  1785  Nova  Constellatio.  Crosby  3-B.  The  commonest  of  all  the  Novas.  Very 

Fine,  weakly  struck  in  a few  spots  but  a nice  type  coin. 

FRENCH  COLONIES 

110  1721-B  French  Colonies.  The  rarest  of  this  group,  from  the  Rouen  Mint.  Very 

Good,  granular  planchet,  and  weakly  struck  in  the  central  portion  of  the 
reverse,  but  date  and  mint  mark  sharp. 

111  1721-H  French  Colonies.  Rochelle  Mint.  Good,  unevenly  struck  and  well  worn, 

but  all  details  still  clear. 

112  1722/1-H.  The  only  mint  for  this  year.  The  so-called  overdate,  but  actually  the 

underdate  appears  to  be  more  of  a die  break  or  flaw  in  the  die  than  the 
numeral  1.  Surprisingly  sharp  and  well  struck  for  this  piece.  The  only 
weakness  being  at  the  letters  "OMI"  of  DOMINI.  Extremely  Fine.  A lustrous 
golden  brown  color. 

113  1767-A  French  Colonies.  From  the  Paris  Mint.  The  much  scarcer  type  without 

the  counterstamp.  Very  Fine,  tan,  well  struck  and  well  centered  with  all 
devices  and  legends  sharp  and  clear. 

114  Similar,  but  with  the  RF  counterstamp.  Slightly  concave  as  almost  all  are  due 

to  the  pressure  used  in  striking  the  counterstamp.  Because  of  this  the  edges 
of  the  obverse  show  more  wear  than  other  portions  of  the  coin.  Fine, 
pleasing  light  and  dark  brown. 

CHALMERS 

115  1783  Chalmers  Shilling.  The  short  worm  variety.  The  legends  and  date  are 

very  sharp,  but  the  central  portion  of  obverse  and  reverse  are  somewhat 
weak.

front  of  the  face.  Very  Fine.  Struck  on  a large  full  planchet  with  glossy 
light  brown  surfaces.  A minor  edge  nick  to  the  left  of  date.  A curious  defect 
on  the  upper  part  of  the  reverse  edge  that  evidently  prevented  the  R from 
striking  up.  A lovely  and  most  unusual  coin. 

133  1760  Voce  Populi  Halfpenny.  Nelson  13,  with  the  "P"  under  the  bust.  The 

obverse  is  slightly  off  center  so  that  the  leg  of  the  "P"  under  the  bust  is  off 
the  planchet,  but  everything  else  is  very  sharp  and  very  clear.  The  reverse 
is  well  centered  with  all  letters,  details,  and  date  very  sharp.  Extremely 
Fine.  The  planchet  is  slightly  porous  and  the  color  a dark  brown.  Unusually 
nice  condition  and  a very  lovely  and  impressive  specimen.

134  1783  Baker  1.  Unity  States.  Very  Fine,  evenly  worn  and  shows  none  of  the 

usual  striations  that  are  generally  found  on  this  piece.  Minor  edge  cut  over

139  Baker  4a.  Same  type  but  rarer  with  the  engrailed  edge.  This  with  the  normal 

breaks  usually  seen.  Although  not  as  nice  as  the  above,  still  well  above 
the  average  for  this  scarce  piece.  2 very  light  nicks  in  the  obverse  field  as 
well  as  2 reverse  edge  dents.  Very  Fine.  A reddish  brown,  almost  cordovan. 

140  Baker  4.  The  Large  military  bust.  Extremely  Fine,  light  even  wear  with  only  the 

slightest  edge  dent  over  the  "D"  of  UNITED  on  the  reverse.  The  "N"  is  very 
weak  so  that  the  legend  appears  to  read  WASHINGTO  & INDEPENDENCE. 

141  Baker.  4.  A duplicate,  and  same  dies  as  above.  Very  little  wear  but  on  a very 

porous  planchet  so  that  its  appearance  belies  its  actual  condition.  The  "N" 
again  is  practically  non-existent.  Extremely  Fine,  very  clean  with  no  scars 
or  blemishes  at  all.  Very  dark,  almost  black  in  color. 

142  Baker  5.  The  rare  draped  bust  with  the  BUTTON  on  the  toga.  Fine,  evenly 

worn,  better  than  usually  seen.  Only  2 light  edge  dents  of  minor  con- 
sequence. Over-all  a nice  clean  chestnut  brown. 

143  1783  Baker  7.  GEORGIUS  TRIUMPHO.  The  only  one  of  the  1783  Washington 

pieces  actually  made  in  that  period.  Extremely  Fine.  Very  sharp  obverse 
impression.  The  reverse  in  the  early  state  of  the  dies  without  the  usual 
break.  The  date  is  weakly  struck,  which  is  not  unusual  for  this  piece.  The 
allegorical  symbolism  on  the  reverse  showing  BRITANNIA  caged  behind 
13  bars  held  together  by  a fleur  de  lis  at  each  corner,  is  most  interesting, 
showing  that  the  French  helped  the  13  Colonies  to  be  free  of  Britain.  We 
disagree  with  the  theory  that  New  Netherlands  expounds  in  the  December 
1968  Sale  (Lot  No.  468)  where  they  refer  to  the  figure  behind  the  bars  as 
representing  Liberty.

144  1791  Baker  15.  Large  eagle.  Extremely  Fine,  showing  nothing  more  than  the 

normal  handling  marks  from  circulation.  Everything  sharp  and  clear  with 
the  full  normal  legend  on  the  edge  unmarred  by  any  dents  or  nicks. 

145  1791  Baker  16.  Small  eagle.  Fine  or  perhaps  a trifle  better,  brown-green  toning. 

146  1793  Baker  18.  Ship  Halfpenny.  A very  early  die  state  before  the  dies  clashed 

and  with  the  bulge  at  the  waterline  barely  in  evidence.  Unfortunately  the 
obverse  has  an  attempted  puncture  in  the  field  just  above  the  head.  It  does 
not  touch  the  head,  any  letters  or  the  denticles  and  there  is  no  indication 
of  it  on  the  reverse.

148  1795  Baker  29a.  Grate  Cent,  but  the  SMALL  BUTTONS  variety,  with  the  same 

normal  diagonally  reeded  edge  Two  minor  dents  on  the  reverse,  one  in 
the  field  and  another  touching  the  inside  of  the  fireplace  frame.  Very  Fine. 
Much  rarer  than  the  large  button  variety  and  highly  underrated.  This 
specimen  from  our  October  1,  1966  Sale,  Lot  No.  637. 

149  (1795)  Baker  30.  Undated  Liberty  and  Security  Penny.  Uncirculated.  A sharp 

strike  on  a very  slightly  porous  planchet.  A small  crack  in  the  planchet 
(as  made)  from  the  edge  to  almost  between  the  letters  "OR"  of  GEORGE, 
interfering  with  none  of  the  design  or  lettering.  The  normal  and  interesting 
edge  lettering:  AN  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  OPPRESS'D  OF  ALL  NATIONS. 
Lovely  brown  and  golden  toning.  A real  beauty. 

150  1795  Baker  31.  Liberty  and  Security  Halfpenny,  with  the  normal  London... 

edge.  Some  weakness  in  strike  in  the  upper  central  portion  of  the  obverse 
and  correspondingly  on  the  reverse.  Very  Fine.  Just  some  normal  wear  but 
no  nicks  or  damages,  and  well  above  the  average  specimen  encountered. 
An  evenly  toned  light  brown. 

151  Baker  31a.  Same  dies  but  with  the  much  scarcer  edge  lettering:  BIRMINGHAM 

REDRUTH  <&  SWANSEA.  Fine,  two  small  obverse  spots.  Tan  and  iridescent. 

151 A Baker  31a.  Another  with  the  same  scarce  edge  lettering  but  this  specimen  is 
nearly  Uncirculated,  with  a full  sharp  bust.  Struck  on  a smooth  nice  broad 
planchet  with  full  obverse  beading.

An  edge  dent  at  about 
4 o'clock  and  another  at  about  10  o'clock.  Another  under-rated  coin  and 
difficult  to  find  in  decent  shape.  Very  Fine.  An  attractive  combination  of 
light  and  dark  brown.

ENCASED  POSTAGE  STAMPS 

Encased  Postage  uas  an  idea  conceived  and  patented  by  j.  Gault  in  1862. 
In  this  period  during  and  following  the  Civil  W ar,  it  was  commonplace  to  use 
stamps  in  lieu  of  coins  (which  were  in  acute  shortage) . Gault  invented  this  round 
brass  frame  with  mica  which  protected  it  from  dirt  and  abuse.  For  commercial 
purposes  advertising  was  solicited  and  embossed  on  the  reverse.  In  general,  stamp 
issues  of  1861  were  enclosed  in  the  item.  They  exist  in  l,  2,  3,  5,  10,  12,  24,  30,  and 
90  cent  denominations.  The  Two  Cent  is  a great  rarity,  of  which  possibly  three 
are  known.  All  of  the  high  values  are  rare  and  desirable. 

All  Encased  Postage  is  attributed  to  Fried  berg's  systematic  numbering  as 
outlined  in  his  “Paper  Money  of  the  United  States”  reference  book.
